This is un- 
true. On Thnisdty morning, when death was 
believed to be only five mlnutos awny, Dr. 
Shrady Injected one drachm of brandy be- 
neath the skin of tbe general's right forearm. 
Beiiftflclnl effects were shortly observed, and 
soon ftUewd. the operation was repeated, ft 
drachm thtn being administered by hypoder- 
mic gyring*, l o«t was all the liquor then tri- 
mlnlsteied, and not a drop bits been given 
since. The gAnernl hoi since expressed tho 
conviction that tbovj applications of brandy 
saved MR life at tbe time.
